HOLY CROSS, CASHEL AND 


KILKENNY, 
ee mum ET 
(By W. M, LET1S.) 


WE had come'to see Holy Cross Abbey, 
and this was the ideal day for it-- 
a day of great white clouds in a blue sky. 
It was Lady Day in Harvest, and ple 
were kneeling even outside the church door 
as we passed. Insidé the Abbey grounds 
we could find only a very young and 
amiable Irish terrier in charge. He 
accepted caresses and stood for his 
photograph, and with him we waited till 
the caretaker returned from Mass. | 
Descriptions of buildings are like dry 
bones. One needs to see Hely Cross 
against the sky, with the reedy waters of 
the Suir around it, to feel its rare beauty. 
This Abbey was once famous as the shrine 
of a particle of the True Cross. Two 
hermits led the way in living the monastic 
life there. No wonder they loved the 
place by the river, with its happy society 
of moor hens and cootes and little 
quivering wagtails. There were often 
strange happenings in this holy place, 
and we learn that two tall trees bent 
down to save the hermits from four 
robbers ; catching the robbers’ hands, they 
swung them on high, where they died. 
After the hermits came the Benedictines, 
and a monastery was built and the fame 
of the place grew. Now we «ome to a 
it 


strange happening. One imagines 
better when standing in front of that 
exquisite memorial to love and regret 


which is called ‘‘ The “Tomb of the Good 
Woman’s Son.” “The most perfect 
architectural work in Ireland. . ..com- 
posed entirely of black marble . . . con- 
cerning this elaborate structure... has 
arisen the most intense controversy 
between eminent archeologists, each of 
whom held diverse opinions as to the 
origin, purpose, or to whose memory it 
was constructed.”’ 

So much from the guide-book. If you 
accept tradition, you will see this lovely 
sedilia tomb as the memorial of one of-the 
many young English lives which have 
been lost in Ireland in other people’s 
affairs and quarrels; but, by unaccount- 
able and most whimsical tradition, it 
seems that the “ Good Woman ”' is Queen 
Fleanor, wife of Henry IT., poisoner of 
Fair Rosamund. The son is a young man, 
one of the King’s sons it may be (thongh 
there is another version of tip story to 
follow). He was sent, the story goes, to 
collect Peter’s Pence in Ireland. Before 
he started his mother gave him a ring, to 
send to her if his life was in danger. 


THE STORY OF A _ CURSE. 


As he came towards Holy Cross, the 
young prince, riding through -a thick 
wood, met some of the O’ Fogarty sept, and 
was murdered and buried in the «wood. 
Two years passed before an old, blind 
monk began to have visions. He was to 
go-to the wood and to look for a huge 
white sow. Sure enough, he met the white 
sow in the wood, and she was rooting in 
the earth and there was a man’s arm 
thrust from the soil. On one finger was 
a gold ring with the prince’s name 
engraved on it. Thereupon the blind 
monk could see. The prince was dis- 
interred and carried to the church. to be 
buried near the High Altar. 

Then the monk set off for England to 
tell the Queen his sad news. In gratitude 
to the monks the Queen besoucht the King 
to send the: the piece of the Prue Cross 
given to him by the King of France. 
The old monk made an incision in-his lez 
to conceal the relic, and, after a weary 
journey, brought it to the Abbey, where 
the bells pealed a miraculous welcome. 
Terrible troubles beset the O’Fogartys for 
generations, but now, in the calm of old 
time, the O’Fogartys’ beautiful tomb lies 
on the Gospel side of the ruined chancel 
opposite to the tomb of the murdered boy, 
and the indifferent swallows fly to and fro 
on their happy business. ‘‘ They lived, 
and we live and life’s not dead.” As we 
stood among so much crumbling beauty 
of carven stone, we could see the terrier 
pup playing a mimic fight with a friendly 
kitten, and the moor fowl were crowing 
and scuttering. Life goes gently on. 


HOLY CROSS. 


Another strange version of the strange 
story was printed in the Athenwum, in 


1914, in an article by Mr. W. Henderson. 


He identifies this mvsterious ' Son of the 
Good Woman,” with Sir Perceval, of 
Malory’s “‘ Morte d’Arthur.’’ The Good 
Woman is the Queen Mother; the Far] 
Marshal is the father of this ‘‘ Princeps 
Innocens,”"’ “Pierce the Fair.” In a 
series of papers he worked but this strange 
theory which placed the Arthurian legends 
in Ireland. 

Later the Abbey belonged to the 
Cistercians. It knew great fame and royal 
favour and escaped malice and destruc- 
tion’ for longer ‘than most monastic 
property. ‘Being under the protection of 
the Ormond family, it knew precarious 
peace till the death of the last Abbot in 
1724. It seems part of human futility 
to have built so lovely a place and then 
to leave it unroofed to all the powers of 
destruction, collecting the while to build 
up new and unlovely churches, when so 
much glory of carven stone is still here. 

The morning was all too short for what 
we had to see, but here is the moral of 
it. If you go to Cashel, see Holy Cross 
Abbey, too. So many people see the one 
and leave the other. 


ROADS ABOUT CLONMEL. 


Of our hours at Cashel I shall not 
write, for so much has already been said 
of it in this paper. I think, perhaps, the 
first sight of the creat rock is the most 
impressive view one has of it. Anyone 
who loves Ireland must see Cashel. It 
is unique—im some sense it is Ireland.

LOVE—OR LAND. 
FINE ACTING AT THE ABBEY 
THEA 


“ They clung to the land of their fore- 
fathers.’ Maurice O'Hara clung to the land 
of his fathers, the fingers of his children, and 
the warmth of his home, while the woman he 
loved went to Poul Gorm, where her grand- 
mother drowned. In essence this is Miss 


Margaret O’Leary’s play, “ The Woman,” as 


performed for the first time at the Abbey 
Theatre last night. A packed house received 
the play with enthusiasm; but the applause 
would be more appropriately bestowed upon the 
actors than upon the author. To Miss Eileen 
Crowe, as Ellen Dunn, the “Jight woman,’ 
the author and the audience owe their thanks 
for a performance that had in it much that 
was truly great. Were small mannerisms 
and pronunciations corrected, this would be an 
absolutely great performance, probably the 
greatest of her career. The applause which 
greeted her outburst in the third act was the 
first indication that this play may be a 
success. 

For two acts it hung indecisively, but the 

third act suggesis that Miss O'Leary may be 
a dramatist of great possibilities. Here her 
story is thin: merely the contrast between 
two types of woman and two kinds of life. 
Maurice O'Hara had been left a widower with 
two children, and his parents are perturbed 
when he fell in love with the gipsy-bred 
Ellen Dunn, Ellen would have him give up 
everything for love and follow her dream, but 
Maurice had no desire to live on “ the side 
of the road’’ when he could have comfort by 
renouncing her. To America they would go; 
but as Maurice is ready to go, Kitty Doyle, 
buck from four years in Dublin, carries his 
sleeping son home. So Maurice is held— 
perhaps: for Kitty—by his child’s hands. 
Poul Gorm figured largely in the play. Ellen’s 
grandmother had drowned there. So when 
she talks of going toa ‘far country where 
the sun shines always” that blue water be- 
came sinister. In the end it probably claims 
her—if Maurice be too late. 
- Rarely have two acts of a play been so 
dreary and then been atoned for by a third 
act of power. Capek says that third acts should 
he abolished, but, if they were, this Play could 
not survive. So many superfluous characters 
mark the ‘prentice band and such literary 
dialogue marks the novelist rather than the 
dramatist. For all that, Miss Eileen Crowe 
made it a pilav to remember, and she was 
splendidly supported by Miss Maureen 
Delaney as the anxious mother, by P. J 
Carolan as the hard father, by Michael Dolan 
as the “ halt-monk’’ moralist uncle, and by 
Ik, J. MeCormick as a tricky brother-in-law. 

The influence of Synge’s “In the Shadow of 
the Glen’ pervades the play, so that a 
tramp’s voice re-echoes through the theatre. 

“The Woman’’ will be repeated each even- 
ing until Sundav, at 8, with a matinée on 
Saturday, at 2.30 p.m.

Dublin Revealed. 


I have heard a great deal, and spoken 
@ great deal myself about the beauty of the 
of Dublin; but it was not until 
the other night that I truly realised that 
those earlier judgments were not mere 
idealisations of sentiment. First, as I 
came up from, Amiens street, my com- 
panion stood suddenly stock still in mid- 
road. and bade me look at the white, 
shining dome of the Customs House. 
Indeed, my feeling at the moment was one 
of shock, so eerie and elfin was the 
lighting effect that marks it out again‘ 
the sky for Civic Week. Next to catch 
my eye Was the new-old Rost Office. One 
has often called it a noble pile; but I saw 
it so then really for the first time.. ‘The 
high lights and shadows emphasised the 
massive grandour of its Doric columns, 
and lent it a quality” of life and 
spirituality which our greyer skies 
generally deny it. ‘Then the Bank ol 
Treland was curiously dead, for "all its 
fineness: it seemed to me, somehow, as 
though ghosts were abroad in its court; 
the stones’ remembered fine vanished 
things. Not so Trinity. I think I never 
saw the face of the College with such a 
friendly, such an intimate air, comradely, 
inviting. These glimpses added, somehow, 
to the richness of life. The very absence 
of the trams from the streets was an 
advantage; the people were so notably in 
possession of their own. 


The Coming of Television.

James Percy, who was keenly interested 
in the subject, occupied the chair on that 
occasion.

Doe Castle. 


While in the vicinity of Creeslough last 
week I took the opportunity of visiting 
Doe Castle, once the most powerful and 
romantic stronghold in Donegal. The 
Castle, now almost a ruin, is built on a 
jutting rock, surrounded on three sides by 
an inlet of Sheephaven Bay, and guarded 
by a fosse on the other. It is easy to 
understand that it must have been almost 
impregnable long ago, and how it endured 
one hundred blows of the demicannon 
from Sir Oliver Lambert before it yielded 
in 1608. The origin of Doe Castle is lost 
in the twilight of history, but it is known 
to have been 4in the possession of the 
O’Boyles in the beginning of the 
thirteenth century. It then seems to have 
passed into the hands of the MacSweeneys, 
who came originally from Scotland. The 
whole story of the fortress. is long and 
involved It was taken by the English 
from the MacSweencys. and was again 
captured by the Irish during Sir Cahir 
O’Doherty’s rising in 1608; but in the 
minds of the Donegal peasantry Doe Castle 
is inevitably associated with the memory 
of Sir Miles MacSweeney—‘“ Miles of the 
Yellow Staff.” He was knighted by Queen 
Elizabeth for services rendered, and was in 
possession of Doe during the early part oi 
the seventeenth century. Many tales are 
told of the crnelty of this man, .who had 
a gibbet erected on the castle walls, where 
he executed anyone who displeased him. 
He is also said to have tied his victims at 
the mouth of the well-known McSwyne’s 
Gun at Horn Head, so that they might be 
killed by the inrush of water throvgh this 
narrow underground tunnel. There is a 
fine sculotured headstone in the grave- 
yard at Doe Castle to a chieftain of the 
Clan Suibue, bearing his coat-of-arms and 
a Celtic cross. 


Eileen ACacSweeney of Doe. 


Sir Miles MacSweeney, according to 
tradition, had an only daughter, Eileen, 
with whom Turlogh Oge, son of The 
O’ Boyle, fell in love. His passion was 
returned, and the lovers often met.on the 
beach and in the beautiful vale of 
Duntally. —Kileen's father, proud of fis 
worldly possessions, discovered the attach- 
ment, and objected to O'Boyle as a suitor, 
and forbade him to enter the demense. 
His daughter he placed under the e¢harge 
of a duenna. Nevertheless, the lovers 
were able to communicate, if only by signs, 
Turlogh from a skiff in Sheephaven Bay 
and Eileen from the battlements of the 
Castle. 

In the course of time this expedient was 
discovered, and an ambush was «planned 
for Turlogh O'Boyle. One evening, as |e 
and some retainers were returning from 
Lackagh, two boats, filled with armed men, 
shot out fr@ém the castle walls.. The young 
O’Boyle and his followers 
powered and cast into the dungeon keep, 
where they were allowed to die of huncer. 
For many nights Fileen MacSweenev 
watched and waited in vain, until 
eventually she chanced to see the bodies 
taken for burial, when she recogniséd her 
lover. Her father, who had planned the 
ambush, ‘but had not wished her to know 
how her Jover was disposed of; now 
relented, and allowed her to “o where she 
pleased: But she never left the | battle- 
ments, where she continved to wander up 
and down waving to an imacinary canoe. 
At length, worn out with grief, she died on 
the tower of the castle. The local fisher- 


men. stil] believe that. “on moonlight 
nights ie eee a Eileen and 


her lover can be seen rowine a skiff across 
the waters of Sheephaven Bay. 
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“Ghe Battle of Walplaquet. 


Two hundred and twenty years ago 
to-day . was fought the Battle oí 
Malplaquet, possibly one of the most 
murderous fights of history. In addition 
to the fact that it was the last serious 


encounter of the war of the Spanish 
Succession, Malplaquet has a further 
interest in that it foreshadowed the 


national feeling of France that was to be 
expressed in a later age under a new 
régime at Valmy and Jémappes. The war- 
weary nation staggered to the call of its 
aged king, and surrendered to Marlborough 
and Prinee Eugene; but it was a Pyrrhic 
victory. About 90,000 troops fought on 
each side, and the Allies were able to 
claim as the proof of their victory no more 
than the town of Mons. . The great French 
effort succeeded, ‘and the Treaty of Utrecht 
brought the long-desired peace. More 
than 40,000 out of a total of 180,000 men 
engaged fell in this battle. 


Names in Sweden.

I have read with great 
somewhat extraordinary 
that one thousand Swedish 
changed their family names in 1928, due, 
mainly, to the fact that, as there were so 


many people whose names ended in 
““gon,” there was confusion in the 
delivery of mails. Sweden is crowded wit 


such ‘‘sons’’—Petersson, Johansson. In 
olden times all Swedes used to coin their 
family names, just as they still do in 
Russia, by taking the name of their father 


and merely adding “son” to it, Johan, 
the son of Erik, called himself Johan 
Eriksson, 

In the sixteenth century the nobility 


created family names of their own, but the 
farmers relied on the old ‘‘son”’ system 
until, at last, Petersson, Johansson, etc., 
became recognised names. As time went 
on, these “sons’’ increased to such an 
extent that the State issued a book con- 
taining over a thousand new names which 
the people were to adopt, and since then 
the confusion caused by the similarity in 
names has greatly diminished. 


“ Che Phusicians.”’ 


The Royal College of Physicians 
Ireland did not come into being until 
some time later than that of the Surgeons. 
A. body called ‘‘The President and 
Fraternity of Physicians ’’ was founded in 
1654 by Dr. John Stearne, a prominent 
Dublin doctor, and Trinity Hall, behind 
the south side of Dame street, was given 
by the Provost and Fellows of ‘Trinity 
College ‘‘ for the sole and proper use of 
physicians.’’ The first charter of incor- 
poration was granted by Charles Il. in 
1067, and a new one under William and 
Mary in 1692, It is interesting to note 
that the first President under this charter 
was Dr. Patrick Dun, a native of Aber- 
deen, who was subsequently knighted, 
and in accordance with whose wil! the 
hospital called after him was founded. A 
final charter, ordaining that the College 
be called by its present name, was granted 
by Queen Victoria, and in 1876 women 
were admitted for the licences in medicine 
and midwifery, this being the first time 
that such a step had been taken by any 
licensing body in the kingdom.

Mahon had as one of his contemporaries 
Lord Carson, and also Sir William Ridze- 
way, who later became.

India. Later he joined the Egyptian 
Army, and he saw much service with

prominent part in the famous Relief of 
Ladysmith.

The Very Rev. Percy Ethelbert Horne, 
O.S.B., who has bed appointed Prior of 
Downside Abbey, at Stratton, near Bath, 
in succession to the Right Rev. H. J.

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From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

The annual report of the Northern core | 
of Education, which has just been published, 
states that since the last report of the 
Ministry was published there had been an 
expansion of the activities of the local educa- 
tion authorities in almost all areas. Expendi- 
ture had shown a definite increase. Notwith- 
standing the enactment of the Education Act 
(Northern Ireland), 1925, representations had 
been made to the Ministry during the past 
year on behalf of the Protestant Churches 
that genuine fears are still felt for the future 
of religious instruction and the association of 
religious interest in the. working of the 
system, and the Government had determined 
to formulate legislation to meet these difficul- 
ties in the Parliamentary programme of 1930. 
The influence of the establishment of educa- 
tion authorities in arousing local interest had, 
in the opinion of the Ministry, been one of 
the happiest results of the Education Act, 
and the stimulus that had been given to 
education by this means was conspicuous 
everywhere throughout the province. 

It was encouraging that the transfer of 
public elementary schools to education 
authorities continued to make progress. In 
the entire area 323 of the schools formerly 
under voluntary management had been trans- 
ferred, while a further 126 were in progress 
of transfer. This constituted an incremse since 
last year of 81 schools fully transferred, but 
it could not be said that the change was 
being brought about as rapidlv as could be 
desired. It was a matter of surprise to the 
Ministry that the alternative of placing 
schools under the socalled “ four and twe 
committees had not been more availed of Hy 
managers who wished to retain the voluntary 
system of school management. 

IN BELFAST. 

In Belfast the building programme of the 
education authority was making decided pro- 
gress, It was estimated that the total capita! 
cost of ten new schools which had heen 
opened or were im the course of construction 
there would be about £280,000. To bring 
the elementary school accommodation of Bel- 
fast up to a really satisfactory standard was 
a task which it would take some years to 
accomplish, but if the work was continued 
on its present lines the result would be some- 
thine of which the city micht well feel proud. 
Outside Beifast eight new schools had heen 
built by regional education committees at a 
cost of about £20,000, and plans for nineteen 
others at an estimated cost of £120,000 had 
been approved. 

The cost of the new elementary schoc!s 
already built or under construction, added 
to the amount spent on reconditioning trans- 
ferred schools (excluding sums of less than 
£100 spent upon minor repairs and alterations) 
considerably exceeded half a million pounds. 
Fight new schools under voluntary mamage 
ment had been built since the passing of the 
Act. In some cases steps were being taken 
to obtain grants from the authorities towards 
the erection of su table schools, but progress 
was painfully slow. Perhaps, the worst 
feature of the older schools was the sanitary 
accommodation. 

AMALGAMATION OF SMALL SCHOOLS. 

The amalgamation of small schools, whic! 
abound in many districts, wes one the 
most difficult problems which had be 
faced. Local opposition usually was very 
strong where any scheme of amalgamation 
The progress made by the 
pupils in the senior standards of small 
schools generally was very 3madeguate, owing 
to necessary limitations of staff, and the 
question of confining small schools to children 
in the lower standards was one which might 
require serious consideration in the near 
future. 

It was greatly to the credit of the Educa- 
tion Committees that so much progress had 
been made in the medical inspection of school 
children, a reform for which public opinion 
was less ready than for most of the other 
changes beought about by the, Act. Schemes 
for the purpose were-ncw in operation in al 
areas’ other than Armagh County and Lon- 
donderry C.ty. The inspection was, in most 
cases, done by specially-appointed schoo! 
medical officers, but in others the committees 
were relying upon local dispensary doctors 


of 


to 


for the purpose. Already beneficial results 
were apparent, especially in those areas 
‘where a school nurse is employed Little 


had yet been done outside Belfast in regard 
to the care of the ch Idren’s teeth and eves, 
two of the most prevalent sources of trouble, 
but in some cases dental treatment had been 
carried out result. of the doctor’s 
examination. 

In the country schools no definite rural 


as a 


bias. had been given to the education, but 


nature study on practical lines was extend- 
ing, and school gardening was being taught 
in a rapidly increasing number of schools. 
The teaching of the subject was, however, 
still far from being as general as could be 
desired. owing partly to the inadequacy of 
the facilities for training teachers of the 
subject, and partly to the lack of ground 
for gardens, In a few cases rural reading 
books had been employed to create a love of 
country life, but it must be admitted that 
they had not had the desired effect, and, in 
addition, had tended to produce a distaste 
for reading as well. Really suitable rural 
readers: did not appear to. exist. 


SYSTEM OF INSPECTION. 

The system of inspection recently adopted, 
whereby general inspections are held 
triennially, biennially and annually in schools 
classified as A, B and C, respectively, had 
proved to be satisfactory on the whole. 
Large schools with a competent principal 
had what might almost be called a resident 
inspector, and carried on efficiently with little 
outside supervision. In smaller schools in 
the country the freedom from general inspec- 
tion had not always been used as wisel¥ as 
could be desired, and not a few cases had 
come under notice where slackness in the 
school work was observable in the vear when 
no general inspection was held. This, how- 
ever, might be expected to become less fre- 
quent as teachers hecame more accustomed to 
the conditions. The greater time available 
to inspectors for incidental visits would also 
help to stabilise the school work. It was 
satisfactory that the number of schools in 
Class A had again advanced, and. was now 
about 15 per cent. of the whole, while the 
number in Class C had declined to less than 
22 per cent. 

During the year the Teachers’ Rating 
Appeal Committee. held nine meetings, at 
which appeals from fourteen public elementary 
teacher's against the rating assigned to them 
by the Ministry’s inspectors were submitted. 
lt was recommended that the appeals of two 
teachers should be allowed, after consideration 
of turther reports by an inspector of higher 
rank. In the remaining cases no alteration in 
the rating award which led to the appeal was 
recommended, but in most instances W was 
arranged that a special inspection of the 
teacher's work should be held at a later date. 
Che recommendations of the Committee in all 
cases received the approval of the Ministry. 

SECONDARY EDUCATION, — 

In the domain of secondary education the 
numbers enrolled in the schools continued to 
show an expansion. In the early part of 
1926-29 the number of recognised secondary 
schools was increased to 72 by the addition of 
a girls’ school in County Tyrone, which 
furnished satisfactory proof of compliance 
with the Ministry's regulations for the pay- 
ment of grant. : 

In the last report special reference was 
made to the steady increase apparent in the 
number of pupils attending recognised 
secondary sch.o]s, and it was i ra that the 
figures had.risen from 8,460 on Ist December 
1925, to 9,012 in 1926 and 9,913 in 1997. The 
Ministry was gratified to be able to report 
that this increase had been maintained, the 
number of pupils on the rolls of sevon dary 
schools on Ist December, 1928, beine 10.611 
representing an inerease of 7 per cent. over 
the numbers for the preceding years. and 
more than 25 per cent. over the numbers in 
attendance three vears ago. There was 
also evidence that fewer pupils were 
leaving school before the completion 
of the full secondary course. and that 
it was now more widely recognised that the 
education of the secondary school pupil 
should not normally end hefore the age of 
17 or 18 years, It was to he regretted that 
no improvement could he reported wit: re- 
gard tothe age at which the majority of 
school children leave the public elementary 
school in order to continue their education at 
secondary schools. Of those pupils who 
entered recoguised secondary schools from 


public elementary schools at the beginning of | 
| 


the present school year no fewer than 743, 
or almost 45 per cent. of the total number, 
were more than 14 years of age, and there. 
fore would have no opportunity of completing 
the full secondary course, which lasts at 
least five years. 

In the year 1928-29 the local education 
authorities had, by means of grants to recog. 
nised secondary schools shown, especially ;n 
the rural districts, an active appreciation of 
their statutory duties in regard to the sup)|y 
of higher education. The majority of tho 
grants which had been made had been specifi 
cally directed towards the improvement 
extension of school. premises and equipment. 
but in some cases the education authori: 
had given special assistance towards | 
extinguishing of an existing debt. 


EXAMINATION RESULTS. 

The number of candidates entered for {le 
secondary schoo! certificate examinations | 
ducted by the Ministry was 1,865, being an 
increase of 235 over the number of entr'es 
in 1927.

REPORT FOR AUGUST, 1929. 


August was @ wet month on the whole, 
rain falling almost every day, although there 
was not much heavy rain. The prevalent 
type of weather was warm, dull, sultry and 
unsettled. Sunshine was rather deficient, 
with a fair amount of thunder, including a 
heavy thunderstorm on the 6th in the Dublin 
district. A bad month for crops, hay and 
corn being injured in many places. The 
highest shade temperature was 74° at Hackets- 
town on the 10th, and 73° at Cashel on the 
25th. The rainfall was generally below 
normal in the south and above in the north, 
being slightly above the average for the 
whole country. At Roundwood, Co. Wiek- 
low, 2.06ins. was reported on the 7th, while 
other notable daily falls were 1.79ins. at 
Leenane, Co. Mayo, and 1.56ins. at Omagh, 
both on the 30th, and on the 6th 1.50ins. at 
Deigany, and 1.40ins. at Greystones. At 
Clonbrock, Co. Galway, .75in. fell in fifteen 
minutes during a thunderstorm.

ALL EXHIBITIONS WELL PATRONISED. 


More interest than ever was taken by the 
citizens of Dublin and the many visitors in 
the various exhibitions and other attractions 
arranged in connection with Civic Week.

LECTURE ON THE EXHIBITS. 


There was a good attendance at the School 
of Zoology, Trinity College, when Dr. Bronte 
Gatenby lectured on “Some Objects in the 
Trinity College Museum of Comparative 
Anatomy.”’ 

In the course of his lecture, Dr. Gatenby 
dealt with the more important of the exhibits 
in the Museum, among them being the 
Trinity College specimen of the Great Auk. 
Museums of comparative anatomy were, he 
said, still kept up, because it was necessary 
for the student of zoology to have a ground- 
ing in the structure of animals of various 
classes. 

Zoology began as a serious study in Dublin 
University seventy-two years ago, when a 
lectureship in Zoology was founded. This 
was made a chair in 1895, and was per- 
manently united with the professorship ol 
Comparative Anatomy. The first holder of 
the lectureship was Robert Ball, the father 
of the famous astronomer. Since his time 
five zoologists have held the post. The 
Trinity College Museum of Zoology and Com. 

rative Anatomy was one of the largest of 
its kind in Great Britain and Ireland, and 
its scope came as a surprise to many visiting 
zoologists. 
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THE HARCOURT STREET 
GALLERY. 
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TREASURES OF MODERN ART. 

In connection with the Civic Week 
activities opportunity should not be lost by 
Dublin’s citizens, or by visitors, to learn 
something of the capital's possessions con- 
tained in the Municipal Gallery of Modern 
Art, Harcourt street. A party of visitors 
on Monday evening had the pleasure of being 
conducted throwah the galleries by the 
Curator, Mr. John J. Reynolds, who gave an 
interesting sketch of the different schools of 
painting represented, introducing here and 
there Jelig itful little anecdotes concerning 
the associations with the Gallery of many of 
the artists, both native and foreign, whose 
works grace the walls. 

The Curator had also many interesting 
things to say of the well-known public men 
whose portraits hang in the Gallery, and he 
paid generous tribute to the late Sir Hugh 
Lane, Mr. Tom Kelly, ex-Alderman,.and Miss 
S. C. Harrison, through whose efforts the 
Municipal Gallery was founded. To many of 
those present who had but a very superficial 
knowledge of the value of the paintings and 
other objects of art stored in the Gallery, 
Mr Reynolds’s lecture was informative. Too 
little is known of the exhibits contained in 
the Gallery.

PRINTING IN GAELIC. 


PEARSE STREET LIBRARY 
LECTURE. 


At the Library, Pearse street, last night, 
Mr. Colm O'Loughlin delivered a lecture on 
the development of printing in the Gaelic 
language. He said that it began naturally 
with the work of the scribes, the method of 
penmanship used in the monastic schools, 


and by the lay scribes attached to the 
various ruling families and hereditary chief- 
tains through the middle ages. The 


beginning of printing began with the alpha- 
bet, and the first and. the oldest was the 
ordinary Roman alphabet. He traced the 
manner in which the modern upper and lower 
case had developed from the Roman 
characters, either in sculpture or handwrit- 
ing, and showed how, from the general de- 
veloginent of the alphabet, they came to 
the particular development of what was gene- 
rally termed the Gaelic alphabet, with its 
upper and lower case also. From the writing 
in the Book of Kells, the Book of Drimma, 
the Book of Armagh, and stich work of the 
early scribes, he said, the modern Gaelic 
script had been derived. In every genera- 
tion some little change took place. 

The first type in which any effort was 
made to reproduce the a language was 
the ordinary Roman letter. The first printed 
specimen of [Irish appeared in a book 
called ‘‘ The First Book of the Introduction 
of Knowledge,” published in London im 
1547 by Andrew Boorde, but it was felt that 
that did not give sufficiently the particular 
character of the Gaelic language, so in 1571 
Queen Elizabeth, ‘‘in the interests of -the 
propagation of the Faith,’’ sent over to Ire- 
land the first fount of Irish type. In this 
only a few of the characters had been 
specially cut, and the remainder were the 
ordinary Roman letters then in use. From 
that date for almost fifty years that was 
the only Irish type in use, and many books 
were printed in if. At the time, it must 
be remembered, said the lecturer, that the 
Catholics in Ireland had no printing presses, 
and no access to printing presses; so the 
exiled Irish, particularly the exiled Francis- 
cans took up the question of Irish printing, 
and in 1611, at Antwerp, the first book in 
a real Irish type—that was, in which all 
the characters were based on the current 
Irish script—was published, -.

Franciscan. From that date up to the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century about ten 
different types were in use, some only in one 
book, after which they disappeared from use, 
and others remaining in constant use during 
the period. The beginning of the nineteenth 
century saw a great revival in Ireland of 
interest in frish archeology and language, 
and such scholars as O'Donovan, O’Curry and 
Petrie took a hand in the work of designing 
and fostering the use of Irish type. In the 
present generation the only new Irish type 
that had been designed was that issued by 
the Gaelic League in its weekly organ, 
““ An Claidheamh Soluis,” when under the 
managership of The O'Rahilly, who was killed 
in the fighting of 1916. 

The future of Gaelic printing was bound up 
with the controversy between the use of 
Roman and Gaelic lettering, and the lecturer 
gave some indications of the line which a 
compromise might take. A special word of 
praise, he said, was due to the Monotype 
Corporation for their hearty co-operation from 
1913 up to the present day in every effort 
made towards the improvement of the exist- 
ing designs of Irish type, and the design of 
new type founts which would be more flexible 
in use than the old ones. 

In this connection the lecturer mentioned 
that @r. Stanley Morison, who is one of the 
leading authorities now living on type design 
and history, was taking a keen personal in- 
terest in the subject. It was expected that he 
would shortly visit Dublin, and it was hoped 
that he would be induced to give a lecture on 
the subject of design and formation of types.

RESULTS OF BIBLE 
CRITICISM. 
SCHOLARS’ WORK ON THE 
OLD TESTAMENT. 
LECTURE AT SUNDAY 
SCHOOL CONFERENCE. 


-“ 


The conference of Sunday School workers, 
under the auspices of the Sunday School 
Society for Ireland, was resumed yesterday 
morning in the Church of Ireland Training 
College, Kildare street, Dublin. 

At the morning session the Bishop of Tuam 
(the Right Rev. Dr. Harden) lectured on 
“ What Bible Criticism Means, and Some of 
Its Lessons.” He began by saying that when 
he was invited to speak to them it was wished 
that he should say something about the Old 
Testament in general, not that he should deal 
minutely with any passage or passages of the 
Old Testament. A brief lecture, he said, 
would be too short for that. He had, there- 
‘tore, chosen the subject of the criticism of the 
Old Testament and the lessons derivable, as 
it seemed to him, therefrom. 

Criticism, the Bishop said, was the only 
word that could be used; and yet it was an 
unfortunate or, at least, a possibly misleading 
word, becaucse when they used this word or 
those connected with it in ordinary speech 
there often was, or seemed to be, some 
hostility implied. The word “ critic’’ and its 
derivatives came from the Greek word mean- 
ing “‘to judge.” Criticism, speaking strictly, 
Was simply exercising and expressing one’s 
judgment. Most readers of the Bible, for 
example, had always concluded when they 
read the last chapter of Deuteronomy that 
that chapter, at any rate, which tells of the 
death of Moses was not written by him. Pro- 
ceeding, the Bishop said that criticism in this 
sense is not only legitimate, but also essential 


for the intelligent reading of the 
Bible. Similar criticism is employed 
to-day as to every. historical work. 
All criticism is not necessarily good 


criticism, and the cure for bad criticism is not 
no criticism, but better criticism. 
i TEXTUAL CRITICISM. 

Since the invention of printing, the text of 
the Old 'Testament has been vn é but in the 
ages beíore, it was subject to mistakes, even 
to the caprices of copyists. Accordingly, the 
first kind of criticism that has to be applied 
to it is the kind known as textual; so they 
had to try and get back as well as they 
could to the words which the original authors 
wrote. The Hebrew MSS., which gave them 
their text of the Old Testament, were com- 
paratively modern. The oldest of them dated 
from as late as 916 A.D. There was then 
ample time for mistakes to have come in. 
Even the later Jewish scribes themselves have 
admitted this. Copyists frequently put in 
the margin changes which they  super- 
stitiously feared to introduce into the text. 
Having given examples of these changes, the 
Bishop went on to say that all the Hebrew 
MSS. were not only late, but all gave what 
was virtually the same text. This was, no 
doubt, due to the fact that at some time, now 
unknown, a revision was made by the Jewish 
authorities and a standard text adopted, from 
which no future MSS. was allowed to deviate. 
It did not follow that, when the authorities 
differed from the Hebrew text, they were 
always right and it wrong. Often, however, 
a Hebrew scholar will find no difficulty in 
deciding that the Hebrew text is wrong, and 
a when he can point out a reason 
or the error. One cause of difference in the 
text is that the Hebrew Bible at first con- 
sisted of consonants only, no vowels being 
written. They were a later invention. If 
one saw. in English the consonants t.h.n, 
one could read them as then, than, thin, or 
thine. In the same way, there were groups cf 
Hebrew consonants which had different mean- 
ings, with different vowels. 

INTERPRETATION. 

The next kind of criticism the Bishop de- 
scribed as the criticism which endeavoured, 
when once the text of a book has been 
settled, to give the true sense of the matter 
found in the book. Most of the Old Testa- 
ment in the historical part is fairly easy to 
interpret. There were, however, many words 
which occurred but once in the Hebrew Bible. 
Often they could tell their derivation, and 
so arrive at their meaning: but this was not 
always possible. What an Old Testament 
scholar or critic does is to search the other 
languages akin to Hebrew, and often a clue 
is got in that way. 

There remained two other kinds of criti- 
cism, often confused one with another, but 
in reality distinct, There was the kind 
labelled ‘‘higher”’ criticism. The term is 
unfortunate, and the prejudice that has at 
times arisen against criticism has been pos- 
sibly in part due to this unfortunate label. 
The science to which the mame refers is 
very necessary. The word “' higher ” simply 
refers to the fact that it deals with a more 
difficult class of problems than lower or 
textual criticism. A better name might have 
been ' documentary criticism.” It is the 
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science which sets itself to determine, so far 
as is possible, the author, the date, the 
method of composition and the nature of a 
bcok. Unfortunately, the word is sometimes 
extended to include a kind of criticism which 
is quite different—historical criticism, which 
deals with the question of historical value 
of statements, or representations contained in 
the book or books under investigation. It is 
this last criticism, where applied to the Old 
Testament, which matters most for us, for 
on our decision depends whether we are going 
to consider that we have or have not in 
the Bible an accurate account of God's 
dealing with His people. It is important to 
remember in this kind of criticism that the 
specialist has no knowledge which the ordi- 
nary intelligent person has not got—for in- 
stance, in the record of a miracle. More has 
been written about the Bible in the last 
century than all. that was written before. 
People have had to read the Bible in the light 
of ever increasing knowledge; and, while 
they could say that the discoveries in the 
field of archeology shed floods of light on the 
Bible, removed some of the objections of 
opponents, and guaranteed in many ways its 
truth, it had also shown the necessity of 
caution in attributing absolute accuracy to 
such things as numbers and dates. 
MODERN VIEWS. 

Tt would be impossible to speak, Dr. 
Harden continued, in the short time at his 
disposal, in much detail of what the criticis:a 
of the last century claimed to have or had 
really taught them, but something ought to 
be said. It had taught them to emphasise the 
fact that the Old Testament was not one 
book, but many. It was a literature, history, 
law, poetry, philosophy, speeches, drama. 
They had learned also a good deal about the 
formation of the Jewish canon. It was well 
known that the Jews described the Old Testa- 
ment as the Laws, the Prophets and the 
Writings. It was tolerably certain that some 
of the books, as they have come down, are of 
a composite origin. Criticism had taught 
them to recognise that, when they were read- 
ing the early stories about man or earth, they 
were to remember that they were reading 
accounts written in the childhood of the race. 
The ideas were the ideas of the time, and 
they were wrong if they tried to fit them 
into the framework which modern science 
had made for us. They did not take 
the ideas in the Book of Genesis 
as history, but as stories presenting 
truths about. God as those early ages 
were able to receive them. Of course, opinions 
would differ, as they differed in connection 
with the history of other nations, as to the 
point at which we enter on the path of direct 
history. Some would put it as early as the 
Patriarchs; others at the Exodus, and so on. 
Each one must judge for himself, and every 
intelligent student had the same right to 
judge. 

SIGNS OF CHANGE. 

The important thing to remember was that 
we must not settle first in our own minds what 
we ought to expect to find the Old Testament 
to be, but to study the Bible books and to 
see what the Old Testament is. There were 
signs of a change among the authorities that 
the extreme modern views as to the Old 
Testament would be modified. The result of 
criticism had not been altogether negative. 
There had been discoveries which had helped 
to support the traditional view. 

Miss E. B. Ashe, formerly Sunday School 
organiser in the Diocese of Durham, addressed 
the conference on Bible teaching by story 
telling.

“ Child study; the child’s mental life,” was 
the subject of an address given by the Rev. 
A. Langford Jones, M.A. (Extension Lecturer 
at St. Christopher's College, Blackheath, 
London), at the evening session. In the course 
of his address the lecturer pointed out that 
the modern centre of education was the study 
of the child. He stressed the importance of 
getting the child's point of view.

Education: A Coprtrast. 

The report of the Northern Ministry of 
Education for 1928-1929 is a record of 
steady progress. All the problems of re- 
volution have not been solved. The 
Protestant Churches still resent the 
Government's challenge to their old 
priviléges, and a formula which will re- 
concile the State’s authority with the 
peculiar claims of the Roman Catholic 
schools still evades research. There are 
signs, however, of an increasing good-will 
on all sides, and we do not doubt that 
sooner or later, by a wise process of con- 
cession and compromise, a modus vivendi 
will be reached in both cases. Already 
the Government has been forced: to re- 
cognise that Protestant fears for the future 
of religious instruction under the Act of 
1925 are genuine. The present report 
confirms its promise of“ legislation to 
meet these difficulties in the parliamentary 
programme of 1930." The transfer of 
primary schools from voluntary manage- 
ment to that of the education authorities 
proceeds very slowly, Outside Belfast, 
some thirty-five per cent. of the Protestant 
schools have been transferred, “ but it can- 
not be said that the change is being 
brought about as rapidly as could be de- 
sired.’ The Ministry comforts itself with 
the reflection that wholesale transfers 
might throw a sudden and awkward burden 
of expense on the authorities. In general, 
the success of the Act of 1923 cannot be 
questioned. One of its happiest results 
has been the growth of a popular interest 
Which previously, as the report says, had 
been “almost non-existent.’’ The estab- 
lishment of education authorities through- 
out the Six Counties has made hundreds 
of Northern citizens familiar with the 
problems of education at home and abroad. 
To-day in the Free State public education 
is at tbe mercy of politicians and 
idealogues because the citizens, apart from 
managers and teachers of schools, have no

Recent reports indicate that hostilities 
between China and Soviet Russia have 
broken out along the whole length of the 
frontier.

The present “ war ’ 
seems to be a succession of frontier in- 
cidents, and there is reason to suppose 
that Moscow deliberately is pursuing this

It is comforting to re- 
member that Soviet Russia’s historical 
prototype, the French National Conven- 
tion, was not backward with flamboyant 
utterance on similar occasions.

Eastern Railway, which was the occasion 
of the present crisis, was provoked by the 
insidious machinations of Bolshevist 
agents, Who were cloaking their real activi- 
ties under the guise of their employment 
as railway officials. Unfortunately, the 
Chinése Government has indulged occa- 
sionally in a severity towards individuals 
which is shocking to our western minds. 
The noisy and uncouth creed of Moscow, 
despite its Marxian flavour, makes no 
appeal to the conservative descendants of 
those who sat at the feet of the polished 
Confucius. It is manifest, 
that Mr. Chao Chu's suggestion to the 
League of Nations Assembly yesterday, 
that a committee should be appointed 
to review the treaties which give extra- 
territorial rights to foreigners in China, 
is most untimely. Not only is China 
threatened from the North by. a hostile 
neighbour, but her central Government at 
Nanking boasts little more. than a 
theoretical authority. Doubtless, in a few 
decades we shall see a very different order 
of things, and Nanking’s writ will be 
obeyed in the remotest province, as was 
that of Chingiz or Khubilai in an earlier 
age. At present, however, the British 
Government’s recent reply to Mr. C. T.

Marshal Chiang Kai-shek is able to 
defend his country from foreign aggression 
and the depredations of his late domestic 
opponents, no nation, worthy of the name, 
can be expected to surrender its citizens 
unreservedly to the care of Nanking. 
Japan and the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics have at least one point in 
common. Both recently, in a historical 
sense, achieved res novas. In Japan the 
aristocracy overthrew the rule of the 
shoguns, and led the nation into the paths 
of progress under the gis of the Mikado, 
In Russia a group of visionaries, doctri- 
naires and vagabonds made Tsarist 
tyranny an excuse to impose themselves 
upon an ignorant multitude, which was 
neither wholly European nor wholly 
Oriental. Respectability of a sort was 
provided by a borrowed mass oí half- 
understood tenets from the works of 
Europe’s more fanciful philosophers, The 
Soviet rulers often remind us of some 
petty Bantu chief who desires to show 
his culture by the crowning of his ebony 
form with a Bond street top hat. Between 
these two Powers, with their divergent 
outlooks, a true friendship is not probable, 
and the renascence of China appears to 
be as necessary to the peace of the East 
as is the security of the Suez Canal to 
the maintenance of the British Empire.

Europe,” was the cause of 


quarrels between its potential legatees. 
It would be a tragedy if China were to 
occupy the same sick bed. Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek has a great opportunity 
and a great responsibility.

Safer Roads. 


Yesterday the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce decided to call 
upon the Government of the Irish Free 
State to adopt measures for the stricter 
control of heavy motor traffic. The 
Chamber has not spoken too soon. 
A year ago an Inter-departmental 
Committee reported on the 
reforms. Only to-day is it announced 
that. a legislative measure has been 
prepared. We hope that the measure 
in question will be introduced as soon as 
Dáil Eireann assembles next month, and 
that its quick passage into law will receive 
precedence over all other parliamentary 
business. No exception can be taken to 
the main provisions of the bill. Com- 
pulsory insurance of all motor vehicles 
is. proposed; this insurance ought to 
embrace third-party risks. Instead of the 
maintenance of a merely nominal speed 
limit for light vehicles, it is intended that 
the speed limit for such vehicles shail be 
abolished, and an alternative 
control established by stringent penalties 
for dangerous driving or for drunken- 
the other a tighten- 
speed 
proposed; and 


ness. On hand, 
ing of the limit for 
vehicles is this, if 
adopted and enforced, ought to go far to 
check the havoc on the roads that has 
moved the Dublin Chamber to complaint. 
Minimum age limits for the possession of 
driving licences are intended. We hope 
that the proposed niinimum age for motor- 
cycle drivers will be raised above fourteen 
years; for, as our London Correspondent 
states to-day, that minimum, existing at 
present:in England, is likely to be revised 
there in the near future. Perhaps, the 
most desirable provision of all in the 
intended measure is the enforcement of 
competency tests before the issue of 
licences to drivers of motor vehicles. At 
present persons of defective sight and 
hearing, of slow reaction to the needs of 
the moment, or of mental inferiority, are 
able to secure driving licences. Let the 
right to drive be restricted to persons who 
are strictly fit to drive, and the number 
of collisions will be greatly reduced. 


Spectacles. 


Who first wore spectacles? An old 
master depicts St. Jerome as wearing 
spectacles—as well he might, after he had 
revised the Old Latin version of the Bible 
and had established the Vulgate canon. 
The painter's licence, however, involved an 
anachronism of close upon a thousand 
years. A writer in The Times says that 
the inscription on the tomb of Salvino 
d’Armato, at Florence, dated 13517, 
describes him as the inventor of spectacles, 
while a monk of Pisa, in a sermon 
preached on February 23rd, 1307, alludes 
to those instruments as being “ invented 
not twenty years ago.” <A portrait of a 
cardinal, painted in 1352 in a fresco, by 
Thomas of Modena, is reputed to be the 
oldest picture in which eye-glasses are 
represented. The development of the art 
of printing, which began in the fifteenth 
century, concurs with the. rapid growth in 
the use of those lenses. In the sixteenth 
century there were guilds of spectacle- 
makers in Italy, Germany and France 
The Great Fire of London destroyed early 
records of the spectacle-makers of London, 
and nothing is known of the practice of 
their craft before the granting of a charter 
in the year 1629. The three hundredth 
anniversary of the incorporation of the 
Worshipful Company of Spectacle-makers 
is being commemorated by a congress and 
exhibition which opened in London yes- 
terday.

lenses of olden days. Spectacles often 
have lent gravity to features that lacked 
it, but opticians still fail to produce 
glasses that would satisfy the illiterate 
countryman of the story. He had 
séen the schoolmaster reading through 
spectacles, and bought a pair himself. 
“ Bee,” he said to the optician next day: 
“You told me that a man could read 
snfall print with these glasses, but I have 
tried them, and they do not enable me to 
read any print at all.’’

KELLOGG PACT AND 
DISARMAMENT. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPOSDENT. 
GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The Peruvian Delegation has submitted to 
the League Assembly a resolution in favour 
of the appointment of a committee of five 
members to drait pro Is as to the form 
to be adopted for the inclusion of the 
Kellogg Pact in the Covenant of the League 
of Nations, and the alterations necessary to 
give effect to the prohibition of war as an 
instrument of national policy. This resolu- 
tion, however, is already covered by the 
British roposal, with which the French, 
Italian, Danish and Chilean delegations have 
gi ming H G 4 ia 

Count Apponyi, Hungary’s “Grand O 
Man,” who is now in Sie 64th year, ad- 
dressed the Assembly this morning, speakin 
with much fire and eloquence, - He dealt wit 
the Kellogg Pact, th disarmament, the 
optional clause, and the problem of minori- 
ties. . With regard to- the latter, he said 
that he entirely shared the views of Dr. 
Stresemann on the subject of the creation of 
a special organisation by the League to deal 
with minorities. The vanquisbed nations, he 
said, had been disarmed. Why should not 
the victors also disarm’? 

M. J. L. Mowincket, the Norwegian Prime 
Minister and Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
touched upon the questions of the establish- 
ment of the International Bank and Repara- 
Lions, 

He said that if that ir ‘itution were 
managed on commercial lines it would have 
happy results on the development, com- 
mercial and economic, of the world. Norway, 
with her large mercantile marine, was glad 
to welcome everything that made for progress 
in international commerce, and he was of 
opinion that the establishment of the proposed 
International Bank was a matter of great 
importance and should be discussed at 
Geneva. 

CHINA AND “ INAPPLICABLE '' 
TREATIES. 

Mr. Chao Chu, the Chinese representative, 
proposed at this afternoon’s sitting of the 
League Assembly that a committee should be 
appointed to consider the best means of making 
more effective Article 19 of the League 
Covenant, which empowers the Assembly 
“to advise the reconsideration by members 
of the League of treaties which have be- 
come inapplicable; and the consideration of 
international conditions, whose contmuance 
might endanger the peace of the world.” 
Mr. Chao Chu said that China considered 
that the removal of anything which might 
cause complications in any part of the world 
deserved as much attention from the 
Assembly as did methods for the actual 
prevention of war. The Article in ques- 
tion ought not to be allowed to rust through 
desuetude, and the appointment of such a 
Committee would be a great contribution to 
international peace and co-operation.

CONTROL OF HEAVY 
MOTOR TRAFFIC. 


INCREASING NUMBER OF 
ACCIDENTS. 

A resolution calling for amendment 
without delay of the law dealing with 
control of heavy motor traffic was passed 
by the Council of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commeice at its meeting on Monday last. 
The resolution, which is ‘to be forwarded 
to the proper authority, is in the follow- 
ing terms: :— 

“The Council of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce desire to direct the attention of 
the Government to the increase in the 
number of accidents, both fatal and other- 
wise, causéd by the reckless manner in 
which heavy motor traffic, notably ’buses 
and motor coaches, is carried ón, both in 
rural and urban areas. 

“The Council would urge on the 
Government the necessity for amending 
the law dealing with the supervision, 
inspection and control of this traffic with- 
out further delay.’’ 

A letter was read from a member of the 
Chamber referring to the danger to the 
travelling public of overcrowding and in- 
adequate doors on ‘buses, and suggesting 
that windows of ‘buses should have their 
own opening gear fixed. 


GREATER DUBLIN. 

At the same meeting consideration was 
given to the forthcoming Greater Dublin 
Bill, and the matter was referred to the 
Law, Parliamentary and Municipal Com- 
mittee for attention. The Council decided 
to go fully into the question of outdoor 
relief.

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THE QUALITY OF 
IRISH CATTLE. 


CHARGES REPUDIATED. 


LIVE STOCK POLICY 
APPROVED.

ing statements concerning the quality of 
Irish cattle at a meeting of the Cork 
Farmers’ Union last month, the Cork County 
Branch of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Society held a meeting of protest 
in the Courthouse, Cork. 

A long discussion took place, and a 
resolution wag passed approving the live 
«tock policy of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, and warmly commending the efforts 
that are heing made to develop our native 
dual purpose cathle of shorthorn type. 


GRADING ur. 

Mr. P. J. Halliden pointed out that 
the Department has encouraged in every 
way the grading of our own native cattle of 
the shorthorn type, which constitute 95 per 
cent. of the cattle of the country. Through 
the efforts of the Department and the cow- 
testing associations these cattle have been 
graded up for the register, the net result ef 
which is that their commercial value has in- 
creased by from 50 to 100 per cent. 

A great many people outside the cow-test- 
ing assoriations could have done as well as 
the people who are in it, and if they have 
not the fault was their own, and they had 
no one to blame but themselves if their 
cattle were not up to the standard. 

Mr, De O'Connor, Copstown Abbey, said 
Mr. Applebe seemed to have forgotten that 
the Live Stock Act only came into operation 
in 1925, and that it was not until this year 
any material change was seen. He stated 
that our cattle were deteriorating, not alone 
in quality, but in value. If he had gone 
to the trouble of comparing the prices ob- 
tained at the Cork Spring Show for graded 
cattle, with those of ten years ago, he would 
have seen the fallacy of his statement. 


AHEAD OF GREAT BRITAIN. 

Miss Montgomery, Fermoy, who alse spoke 
in repudiation of the statements made at the 
Farmers’ Union meeting, quoted from a news- 
paper report of the meeting of the Smitb- 
field Club in August, 1928, at which a dis- 
cussion took place with reference to the great 
improvement in Irish stock. At that meeting 
it was decided to make representation to the 
Knglish Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Board of Agriculture for Scotland in favour 
of the application to those countries of a 
scheme for the licensing of bulls, not neces 
sarily pedigree, on lines similar to those in 
operation in Ireland. 

Mr. John M. O'Connor said that any im- 
partial observer attending any show in 
Munster would find a wonderful improvement 
in live-stock within the last ten vears. As to 
prices obtained for cattle: at the first sale 
at the North Cork Show the price for one 
animal was £15. At ihe sales at the show 
this year 65 animals were sold at an average 
of £40 each, some of them made £60 and 
£76, and none less than £20, except one. 

THE “SCRUB” BULL. 

Mr. Forbes, Castletown, said that Mr. 
Hobbs, one of the most prominent show 
judges in England, had recently stated that 
lrelangd was Jeaving England a long way 
behind in the matter of live-stock. 

Mr. W. O'Callaghan, Lombardstown, speak 
ing in refutation of the statement that 
a large percentage of the shorthorn cattle 
was suffering from tuberculosis, said that 
the statistics of the Dublin slaughter-houses in 
comparison with the big English ones showed 
that tuberculosis was much more rampan' 
amongst cattle in England. The statement 
had been also made that creamery milk was 
responsible for poor cattle. To some extent. 
that might be true, but the people outside 
the Shorthorn Breeders’ Society were not as 
progressive as those within it. The creamery 
system deprived the milk of its fat, and 
many people had not learned to substitute 
anything to take its place. - As regarded 
breeding, no sane person would urge the sus- 
pension of the Live Stock Breeding Act. 

‘The elimination of the “ scrub” bull was 
one of the best things that had ever been 
dune in the country. The English agricultwal 
journals were urging Parliamentary -legisia- 
tion to eliminate the “'serub ' bull in Eng- 
land. They had met to uphold the prestige 
of their live stock and to discuss how they 
could further improve them, and to refute 
any ill-timed and thoughtless criticism which 
had been directed against their principal in- 
dustry. The members of that Society were 
the pioneers amongst the raisers of live stock 
in County Cork, and any criticism for good 
would be heartily accepted, but they must 
resent the statement that their shorthorn 
cattle were more prone to tuberculosis than 
any other breed. 

PROGRESS ALL ROUND. 

Mr. William Roberts, Chairman. Munster 
Agricultural Society, contrasted the improve- 
ment in the live stock exhibits in the last 
few years at the Cork Shows with that of 
twenty years ago. Year after vear they were 
unable to get a cow whose milk record would 
enable her to qualify for the prize, but now 
nearly every one of them qualified. Seven or 
eight years ago the sales at the Cork Show 
only totalled about £900; last year the So- 
ciety s bull sale realised £7,000. which was a 
very clear indication that the quality of the 
cattle in County Cork had vastly improved. 
In 1919 the average yieid cf milk from cows 
in the county was 485 gallons, and it had 
gone on increasing every year until, in 1927, 
the average was 587 gallons, which meant a 
quarter of a million pounds more money in 
the farmers’ pockets.

ACTION AGAINST BRITISH 
SHIPPING COMPANIES. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

An action has been brought in the 
Federal Court by the United States 
Navigation Company, which runs a fleet of 
cargo yessels between New York and 
Icurope, to obtain an injunction against 
thirteen British tyans-Atlantic steamship 
liners, ineluding the Cunard and White 
Star, to prevent them from “ conspiring to 
restrain the foreign commerce of the 
United Siates.”’ 

Papere in the suit, which has been 
brought under the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act, charge the defendants with coercing 
shippers, by refusing to carry shipments 
at contract rates for any who give business 
to the plaintiffs. As an instance of this 
it is asserted that last vear the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey was forced ly 
such coercion to disregard the instruction 
of its customers to ship by the United 
States Navigation Company. 

The complaint concluces by saying that 
the United States Navigation Company 
carries less than five per cent. of general 
cargo from North Atlantic to United 
Kingdom ports, and it asserts that the de- 
fendants are attempting to eliminate even 
tha* five per cent.: Inquiries made in 
British shipping circles elicit the state- 
ment that the action is not regarded very 
serious! vy. 


SCENERY AND ITS 
FORMATION. 
TRAINING THE EYE TO 
DISCERN ORIGIN. 


At University College, Dublin, vesterday 
afternoon, Professor Seymour delivered an 
exceptionally interesting lecture on Irish 
scenery. Taking as the main subject for 


Counties Wicklow and Dublin, the lecturer 
dealt with the geological origin of these places, 
and explained how all scenery resulted from 
a series of natural processes which were cón: 
tinually going on on the earth’s surface. He 
deait briefly with sume of the agencies which 
were at work, and showed how, by a process 
of denudation, matter was removed from 
higher to lower levels. With the aid of 
lantern slides he illustrated the part that the 
flow of rivers plays in the formation of 
scenery. The shape of valleys, for instance, 
depended upon whatever river flowed through 
and on whether it was of high or low velocity. 
Where the velocity was high they had valleys 
of the “V” type, which pointed to rapid 
denudation. As a result of continued river 
erosion, they got such beautiful valleys as 
the Dargle, in County Wicklow. The presence 
of so many rapids and waterfalls im this 
valley pointed to the fact that, geologically 
speaking, the valley was of recent formation 
and caused hy rapid denudation. A different 
kind of valley was the Silent Valley—the 
site of the new reservoir for Belfast—where 
the river meandered across a flat hed. The 
lecturer also showed interesting pictures of 
such waterfalls as Poulaphouca and Powers- 
court, and explained the action of the water on 
the rocky formation. In the course of time 
the falls would disappear. In very interest- 
ing manner he dealt with the formation of 
pot-holes in rivers. 

He’ also spoke of the changing character 
ef the coastline, caused by the action of the 
sea, and detailed the origin of sea caves, sea 
stacks, and the rocky phenomena round the 
coast. As an example that the sea not alone 
has destructive, but constructive, powers, he 
pointed to the Murrough, Co. Wicklow, 
which, he said, was a bank of dé/ris thrown 
up by the sea during a very violent storm 
long ago, and blocking the flow of river water 
to the sea. Here a considerable tract of 
land had been added to the foreshore. In 
many places they had occurrences like this, 
where déhris thrown up by the sea made 
reclamation possible on a large scale. 

Professor Seymour also spoke of mouniair 
formation, and the differences in their sky- 
lines. Different kinds of rocks produced, in 
process of denudation, different styles cf 
scenery. They had such contrasting mountain 
sky-lines as the conical Sugar Loaf, in Co. 
Wicklow. and the hog-backed style of the 
Dublin Movntains, with which they were all 
familiar. When the eve has been trained, a 
visitor to foreign countries could tell. at a 
glance what the mountains were made of by 
noticing the type of sky-line. Lake forma- 
tion also drew some interesting observations 
from the: lecturer, who rather shattered r 
fond illusion when he revealed that th: 
Upper Lake in Glendalough was, so far fron 
being bottomless, at its deepest part only 
95 feet.

industries were decaying and where many 
had wholly gone under, and whose port was 
uggling against fierce competition 
the changed circumstances of transport. 
Vehement “protests were made against the 
increase, but without avail, and they were 
confronted with yet another evil effect of the 
increased valuation in connection with the 
charges for the supply of electricity under 
the Shannon scheme. The charges were 
based not alone on the amount of consump- 
tion, but also on the valuation of premises, 
and the hardship thereby inflicted, owing to 
exceptional circumstances, might be easily 
realised. True, the Electricity Supply Board, 
when this was pointed out to them, promised 
to take Waterford’s position: in the matter 
into account, but in the scale of charges re- 
cently submitted the people did not consider 
that sufficient allowance had been made 

The revaluation of Waterford amounted to 
£11,500. This would give an idea of what 
general revaluation throughout the country 
would mean. The main point is, should the 
scheme materialise, that it 
cticiently and equitably. If it resulted in 
removing anomalies and in a just and proper 
levelling up and levelling down alike in the 
case Of individual ratepayers and rateable 
areas all will be well. Should this desirable 
uniformity be brought about by revaluation, 
and maintained by annual revision, its benefit 
to the community as a whole would be worth 
ihe cost.

The original Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Act, which became law in 1899, was described 
n its title as ‘“‘au Act to empower local 
authorities to advance money for enabling 
ereons to acquire the ownership of small 
houses in which they reside.’’ Certain 
amendments were effected by the Housing 
(Ireland) Act, 1919. Any loca] authority 
desiring to put the Act into operation has 
uly to adopt a formal resolution.

councils, except to a negligible degree in the 
cases of Nenagh, Naas and the Dublin County 
Council. For practical purposes, therefore, 
the Act may be regarded as having failed to 
achieve its origina] object. : 
REASONS FOR FAILURE. 

In the evidence before the Commission it 
emerged that the following were amongst the 
principal reasons for this failure i—(a) The 
fact that all houses of which the market value 
exceeded £800 were excluded from the scope 
of the Act; (b) the difficulty experienced by 
local authorities in obtaining long-term loans 
for the esa of the Act; (c) general lack 
of knowledge of the facilities which the Act 
provided ; and (d) the delay in the com- 
pletion of transactions owing to the elaborate 
procedure prescribed. 

The British Housing Act of 1923 raised the 
price limit to £1,200, but, unfortunately, 
there has been no corresponding amendment 
on this side of the Channel, and the Act re- 
mains the virtual dead-letter that it has been 
throughout the whole thirty years of its 
existence. Foremost amongst the recom- 
mendations of the Commission was a proposal! 
that the maximum value of houses in respect 
of which advances may be made should be 
raised from £800 to £1,200. If the recom- 
mendations of the Commission were given 
legislative effect they would have an enor- 
mous influence on the whole present position 
of the housing problem of this country by 
placing in a position to purchase newly- 
erected houses thousands of persons who 
would otherwise have little or no prospect of 
being ever able to do so. As an illustration 
of the boon to the commfinity the Act would 
become if the proposed amendments were 
adopted, Mr. McKenna gave the following 
example:—A B has a moderate, regular in- 
come, and is tMe.tenant of a small, unsuitable 
house or flat, for which he has to pay a rent 
Of £80 per annum, including rates. With the 
assistance of the uict, he secures an advance 
of £900 from the local authority for the pur- 
chase of a newly-built house with an accepted 
market value of £1,000. All that he has to 
provide is the balance of £100 and the amount 
the legal expenses of purchase. His 
edvance will be repavahle in equal] instal- 
ments over a period of fifty years. Assuming 
a rate of interest as high as six per cent., 
his ‘total annual pavments will be approxi- 
mately £57. His only other liabilities will be 
ground rent, income tax, and loca! rates, 

THE TOWN TENANT REPORT. 

On the motion of the President. seconded 
by Miss Breen, Killarney, the Conference 
requested the Government to introduce 
legislation giving effect to the recommenda- 
tions contained in the interim report of the 
Town Tenant Commission of 1927, as they 
felt that the recommendation, if given the 
force of the law. would make a substantial 
eontribution to the solution of the national 
housing problem. 

Mr. William Ellis, Cork, and Mr. J, 
Harrington, Tralee, having spoken, the 
President extended a cordial welcome to Mr. 
W. M. Cronin, Newrv. 

A NORTHERN ACT. 

Mr. Cronin then referred to the Northern 
Ireland Housing Act, 1923. If the system in 
operation in Northern Ireland were adopted 
in Southern Ireland, there would be no fear 
of a charge on the rates. In the Six Counties 
if a worker wished to build a house at £400, 
the Government gave a free subsidy of £100, 
which was supplemented by a subsidy of £40 
from the local authority. That, deducted 
from the cost of the honse, leit £260, which 
represented the value of the house. The 
local authority was pre ™*red to advance 9 
per cent. of that, which 1. int that the owner 
or worker had only to find £260 from his 
own pocket. The loan charges which he 
had got to pay for thirty years would 
amount to 6s. 3d. per week, so that he was 
the owner of his house at a rent of 6s. 3d. 
In addition, the local authorities had in 


| most cases agreed to exempt those houses 


from all rates for a period of ten years. 

If the Saorstat Government took a leaf 
from the book of the Government of North- 
ern breland in this matter, it would be to 
the advantage of the people in Southern Ire- 
land. 


FIRE INSURANCES. 

A resolution standing in the name of the 
Galway Urban Council was lost by 24 votes 
to 18, calling on the Government to intro- 
duce legislation compelling insurance com- 
panies to make some contribution towards 
the upkeep and maintenance of modern fire 
fighting equipments in such towns and cities 
in which equipment have been provided; or, 
alternately, that they grant reduced terms 
for fire insurance in such areas. 

Mr. Connolly, Galway, moved the resolu- 
tion, and Mr. Harrington seconded, and a 
direet negative was moved by the Lord 
Mayor of Cork, who declared that the Free 
State required nationalised assurance and 
insurance, and to adopt the resolution would 
be to give these insurance companies a title 
in this country to which they were not en- 
titled. In Cork they had a lower insur- 
ance rate than there was in Kilkenny or 
Clonmel, the reason being that in Cork they 
had a better equipped Fire Brigade. Fire 
Brigades were provided to protect the lives 
of the people, and not property. Insurance 
was a matter for the State It 
was not the property of the E 
vate individual. It should be controiled 
by the State, which should also control the 
risk, and should get the profits of the 
premiums paid to protect them. If the Con- 
gress adopted the Galway resolution, they 
would be adopting the principle of a wrong 
system. The question of insurance would be 
taken up when they had a good Government 
in Ireland. 

Mr. E. Lynch seconded. 

On the motion of Mr. Connolly, Galway, 
seconded by Mr. O’Hanrahan, Kilkenny, a 
resolution was passed calling on the Govern- 
mient to repeal the Acts authorising the pay- 
ment of compensation in respect of claims for 
malicious injuries by fire. 

LONG TERM LOANS. 

The following resolution, moved by Mr. 
O'Connell and seconded by Miss French- 
Mullen, from the Sligo Urban Council was 
unanimously adopted :—‘‘ That it is desirable 
that long term loans should be made available 


for the repayment of short housing loans, so 


as to enable local authorities to let the houses 
to the tenants at lower rents.””

AND THE SCHEME.

Stringent criticisms of the draft scheme 
repared for the drainage of the River 

arrow were made by Mr. Pheips, K.C., at 
a sworn inquiry held yesterday in Portar- 
lington by Mr. Jerome Dorgan, the Inspector 
appointed by the Commissioners of blic 

orks, to hear objections to the scheme. 

The Inspector stated that originally 22 
objections had been received, but four had 
been withdrawn, leaving 18 to be dealt with. 
Some of these were purely nominal, and, 
therefore, would be dealt with very easily. 
The small number of objections received 
showed that the extensive scheme, which 
covered 50,000 acres, was being appreciated, 
and already the benefits accruing from it 
Were being felt. «The scheme, as yet, was 
only in the initial stage, but the amount of 
flooding in the area was appreciably smaller 
than in previous years. 

The objections of the Grand Canal Company 
was taken first. Mr. Phelps, K.C., who 
—— for the company (instructed by 
Messrs. William Hayes and Sons), in a 
general review of the draft scheme, pointed 
out several deficiencies and discrepancies, 
which, he said, made it difficult for those 
concerned with the scheme to know exactly 
what they were faced with. The Grand 
Canal Company did not appear at the inquiry 
as ‘‘obstructionists,’ but they were there to 
protect their interests, which were very con- 
siderable, The company had been owners of 
the canal that runs west of the Shannon, and 
since 1894 thev were the owners of the 
Barrow navigation. They were also owners 
of the branch canal which/runs from Monas- 
terevan to Mountmellick, and which was 
gravely affected by the scheme. Other 
objections related to the canal running from 
Monasterevan to Athy, and then to the 
Barrow navigation itself. . 


THE WATER SUPPLY, 


The Barrow navigation, said Mr. Phelps, 
was granted under Charter of King George 
lil. to a group that was known as the 
Barrow Navigation Company, and that 
Charter provided for the rendering of the 


Barrow into a navigable river from St. 
Mullins right up to Athy. That company 


carried on until 1894, when, by Act of Par- 
liament, it was taken over by the Grand 
Canal Company. The Mountmellick section 
was a very important branch of 
Canal Company, and the amount 
of traffic carried was very considerable. 
For the working of this section they had to 
depend on the water supply derived entirely 
from the River Triogue. Therefore, the real 
importance of the proposals would be sensed. 
The objections by the company were based 
on the fact that the scheme, as put forward, 
would endanger the working of the canals 
unless proper provision were made in the 
scheme for sufficient protection of water- 
ways. If the traffic was interfered with both 
the company and a large number of traders 
would suffer considerably. As it was, the 
canal could not allow any water to be taken 
away, else its existence would ‘come to an 
end. 

Mr. Phelps referred to the Barrow Drain- 
age Act, under which a large sum of money, 
amounting to a quarter of a million pounds, 
was being spent, and everyone, he said, re- 
cognised the good that would come from the 
scheme. It was a scheme of drainage of 
very great importance and benefit to the 
country. He exnlained the procedure adopted 
in preparing such schemes, stating that first 
of all a draft scheme had to be submitted 
and adopted. There was no doubt that a 
great deal of work had been done already 
in this case without a draft schéme having 
been prepared, much less approved: Certain 
works that have been done had undoubtedly 
affected the Canal Company’s interests, said 
Mr. Phelps, and our rights will not be de- 
bated in this Court. No doubt, they will be 
debated in another place as to what damage, 
if any, has already been done to navigation. 

Continuing, Mr. Phelps said that the draft 
scheme now prepared did not inform the 
persons interested as to what was to be done. 
As a fact, his clients had been, unable to 
discover the area to be cover@d by the 
scheme which would be liable íor taxation. 
The scheme was a very bald document, stat- 
ing in very general terms what was being 
done, but when the Canal Company was 
, in the protection of its interests, to 
““ get down ” to it and try to find out what 
exactly was going to be done, it had to go 
behind the scheme. It could not get the 
information it desired. The Canal Company 
knew, for their own part, that if the water 
in the Triogue River was touched they 
would be unable to run their services as 
at present. The tonnage carried on the 
canal branches was very great, so that 
if the result of the scheme meant permanent 
interference, the company would make a big 
compensation demand. He did not like to use 
the word “warning,” but he would remind 
the inquiry that it was a very serious matter. 
To get over the numerous difficulties that 
presented themselves at the moment, a scheme 
should be properly drawn up, stating 
specifically what the alterations intended are. 


GENERAL MANAGER’S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Phillips, General Managér of the Grand 
Canal Company, gave evidence in regard to 
the tonnage carried on the various branches 
of the canals, showing the very great im- 
portance of the water-ways.e The consignments 
included large quantities of sugar beet to the 
Carlow Sugar Factory. He said that to inter- 
fere with the volume of. water in the 
Mountmellick- Monasterevan section might 
mean the closing of that part of the naviga- 
tion. It had been decided by the company 
that objections to the proposals should be 
made only where such were absolutely 
necessary, so he would like the Inspector to 
appreciate the fact that these were really 
important objections. 

The Grand Canal Company was the only 
company in the British Isles with its own 
services. It maintained competition with the 
railway, and was, therefore, of great assist- 
ance to traders. i 

Mr. Algernon Odlum, mill-owner, Portarling- 
ton, said that interference with the water- 
ways would mean additional expense in the 
conduct of his business, which he would 
uineasure at £40 per week. Carting costs 
would become a big factor, and might 
possibly result in compelling him to transfer 
his business from Poftarlington. He used 
barges of his own and those of private 
persons in his business. 

Mr. Herbert Day, Engineer to the Canal 
Company, stated that, in the draft scheme, he 
could find no definite information as to 
works proposed to be carried out. Therefore, 
the company did not know what was facing 
it and how it would fare in the result. 

Mr, Delap, of Messrs. Delap and Waller, 
Consulting Engineers, said that there was no 
definite engineering information in the draft 
scheme. e whole procedure that had been 
arfived at in years of Parliametitary. practice 
had been absolutely ignored. If these plans 
for the scheme had been put before the 
Examiner of Private Bills they would have 
been turned down flat, and rightly so. There 
was not enough information in the draft 
scheme, and therefore the people concerned 
might be deeply mulcted, with the result 
that the cost of the scheme would be in- 
creased considerably. Until they had such 
information, the company could not say how 
they would meet the proposals. 

This concluded the Canal Company’s case. 

The Inspector said that he had taken a full 
note of the objections,, and would consider 
them. 

Several other objections were heard, and 
the inquiry concluded.

Court, but did not arrive until 12.30 on 
account of the very bad condition of the 
road, 
A DERRY CONTROVERSY. 

A controversy has arisen between the 


Derry Edueation Committee and the Northern 
Ministry of Education over the question of 
liability for the payment of a substitute 
teacher in the model school. The Ministry 
hold that the Committee is liable, and the 
Committee at its meeting yesterday held that 
the Ministry was liable. The crux arose. from 
the fact that apparently the Ministry made a 
distinction between a substitute teacher and 
a teacher, and the Committee contend that 
there is no difference. Alderman Moore, 
H.M.L., moved that the Committee inform 
the Ministry that it is satisfied that the Act 
does not relieve the Ministry of its statutory 
obligation to pay the full salaries of teachers 
in public elementary schools, and that conse- 
quently the Ministry cannot require the 
education authority to remunerate a teacher 
in a public elementary school. The -resolu- 
tion was adopted unanimously. 


LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 

At the monthly meeting of the Strabaneg 
Rural District Council yesterday a resolution 
was received from Downpatrick Rural Council 
requesting the co-operation of the Council ip 
a recommendation to the Northern Ireland 
Ministry of Home Affairs to introduce legis- 
lation enabling the Council to sell cottages to 
tenants on twenty years’ purchase. Mr, 
Thomas Christy said that the only objection 
he saw to the proposal was that the Council 
had lost control of the cottages. These 
cottages had been erected for agricultural 
labourers, but they were not occupied by 
labourers, and, therefore, would be bought 
out by: non-labourers. He would be glad to 
see purchase carried out if bona-fide labourers 
were the purchasers; but men earning 12s. 
per week with families to support. were 
unable to. buy out cottages. The Council 
approved of the Downpatrick resolution with 
the proviso that Strabane wants a longer 
term purchase. - , 

EDUCATION SECRETARY'S SALARY. 

The Derry Education Committee yesterday 
received an eee from their Secretary 
(Mr, A. F. Alexander, M.A.), for an in- 
crease of salary. He pointed out that he 
had been five years in the service of the 
Committee at a salary of £450 a year, and 


the increased work thrown upon him by re- 
sisting the demands of the Ministry, Mr. 
Alexander stated that if they had adopted a 
policy of acquiescence in the Ministry’s de- 
mands during the last five years, the work 
of his office would have been very considerably 
reduced and the ratepayers would have been 
subsidising the Ministry to at least double 


his salary. Councillor Cochrane proposed 
that Mr. Alexander’s salary be increased £25 
a year. Councillor Sherrard seconded. Pro- 


fessor Semple proposed that the salary be 
increased £50 yearly. Councillor Caldwell 
seconded. On a division, Councillor Coch- 
rane’s motion was carried. 


SHEEP SCAB REGULATIONS, 

At the meeting of the Fermanagh Com- 
mittee of Agriculture yesterday, the Secretary 
said that the Northern Ministry of Agricul- 
ture was anxious to have heavier fines 
inflicted by magistrates for infringement of 
the sheep scab regulations. The Ministry 
seemed to think that the law was loosely 
administered in Northern Ireland. The 
Secretary said that recently they had erected 
a concrete bath in Enniskillen, and it was a 
success. In Tyrone they got farmers to 
erect baths on their own farms and charge 
ld. per nead, and the farmers made much 
money out of it. He believed that they 
would get the farmers in Fermanagh to do 
the same. If the Committee was to do this 
it would cost a lot, as they would have to 
purchase the land. Captain Nixon said that 
the present method of using the portable tub 
was a farce. He did not think they would 
get farmers to do what the Secretary 
suggested. Mr. Irwin asked why not give 
a £5 grant towards the orection of a bath. 
It woud pay the Committee well. The Com- 
mittee was in favour of the scheme, and its 
consideration was adjourned. 


UNEMPLOYED JUVENILES. 

At a meeting of the Derry Education Com- 
mittee yesterday an application was received 
from the local Employment Exchange for the 
re-opening of elementary evening classes for 
unemployed juveniles. The Chairman (Alder- 
man Captain Walton, M.C.)» said that the 
Northern Ministry had insisted on the Com- 
mittee increasing the salaries of the tea-hers 
in these classes and on making these increases 
retrospective, although the teachers them- 
selves were satisfied with what they were 
receiving. The Secretary said that the grants 
from the Northern Ministries of Education 
and Labour only amounted to 75 per cent. of 
the cost of these classes. The Chairman said 
that the Committee thought the expenditure 
devolving upon the Committee in connection 
with these classes would have been much less 
than it was. Alderman Mocre, H.W_I.., 
moved that, having regard to other facilities 
already existing for evening class instruction 
and to the reduction of grants and other 
changed condivions, making the expense to 
the authority much greater than heretofore, 
the Committee regretted that it was unahle 
to entertain the application. Councillor 
Cochrane seconded the motion, which was 
passed.

BRAY. BOY’S DEATH. 
ceased: 


Dr. Louis A, Byrne, the Dublin City 
Coroner, sitting with a jury, held an inquest 
at the Adelaide Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, 
on Patrick Berney, aged 6, of 10 Brennan's 
terrace, Bray, who- was injured by a motor 
‘bus last Sunday morning at Florence road, 
Bray, and died in hospital the following day. 

Superintendent Casserley, Bray, represented 
the Civic Guard, 

Mr. Norman, solicitor (Messrs. James 
haa a and Co.), appeared for the next-of- 

in. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
the driver of the motor "bus. 

Mr. F. Berney, the boy’s father, said that 
on Sunday morning he was going to Mass 
with his son and daughter. hey were 
walking along the footpath. Near the 
junction of Florence road and Adelaide road 
a motor "bus swerved to the left in order to 
avoid a motor car. He pulled his daughter 
out of the way, and did not know that his 
son was injured until he said “ Daddy ” and 
pointed to his stomach. The witness then 
described the boy's injuries. i 

Answering Superintendent Casserley, Mr. 
Berney said that neither of the vehicles was 
travelling at an excessive speed. If the “bus 
had not swerved a collision with the motor 
car was inevitable 

Dr. R. M. Wilson, house surgeon, stated 
that the boy was admitted to the hospital! 
on the 8th suffering from abdominal injuries. 
Death was due to rupture following injury to 
the abdominal wall. 


John Smuilen, 2 Upper Mount street, 
Dublin, the driver of the ‘bus, having 
been cautioned, gave evidence. He said 
that he was employed. by the General 
Omnibus Company, and on Sunday 
last was driving a ‘bus from Dublin 
to Bray. When approaching the cross at 


the junction of Florence road and Adelaide 
road, Bray, he was travelling at twelve miles 
an hour, and on third gear. He sounded 
the horn twice. At the corner he saw a 
motor car coming from the other road and 
crossing him, He immediately applied the 
brakes, and “in order to avoid hitting the 
motor car he swerved to the left. He saw 
a man and two children walking on the foot- 
path in his ‘direction, and he pressed the 
brakes harder in an effort to stop. He 
saw Mr. Berney pull one of the children 
away. When the ‘bus struck the wall it 
lifted up. He did not see the other child, 
but he knew that it was somewhere near 
the left mudguard. He jumped out at 
once, but the child had been picked up. If 
he had not swerved to the left he would 
have crashed into the motor car. He did 
not see the child until the 'bus had swerved. 

In reply to the Coroner, the witness said 
that the corner was a dangerous one. 

Superintendent Casherley said that he had 
suggested to the Urban Council to remove 
the hedge at the corner, as it obstructed the 
view, but that had not been done. There 
might have been some difficulty about it, as 
the hedge was private property. 

The Superintendent stated further that 
Mr, George Barclay, the driver of the. Morris 
Cowley car and another gentleman, were 
not present, but he had statements 
from them which were generally corroborative 
of the evidence of the ‘bus driver. He 
(Superintendent Casserley) was satisfied that 
both the "bus and the motor car were on their 
proper sides of the road. Mr. Barclay was 
anxious to attend the inquest, and had left 
his telephone number with the police, but 
through some misunderstanding he was not 
there when they rang him up, and they pre- 
sumed that he had gone to Bray to find out 
about the inquest. 

Mr. Burne, on behalf of the driver of the 
"bus and the General Omnibus Company, and 
on his own behalf, tendered ia to Mr. 
Berney on the death of his son. 

The Coroner said that, if the Urban Council 
had acted on the suggestion oí Superintendent 
Casserley, and removed the hedge at the 
dangerous point at the corner of the road, 
that accident, would not have occurred. 

The jury found in accordance with the 
medical evidence; expressed the opinion that 
the driver of the ‘bus was in no way to blame 
for the accident, and recommended that a 
Civic Guard be put on point duty at the 
corner until such time as the Urban Council 
took steps to improve the corner.
